ABSTRACT 

This invention allows medications to be held in bottles in a "medicine organizer 
device" in such a way that all medications can be identified and taken by the user easily 
and safely and at the appropriate time. It minimizes the risks associated with forgetting 
to take medication. The invention facilitates direct transfer of the appropriate dosage of 
medicine to the patient's mouth without the need of hand contact that in addition to 
sanitary considerations can lead to dropping the medication before oral ingestion. 
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
